Perhaps non« of our contempor­ 
ary American composers ha* done 
more to foster the growth and de­

music than has 
Arthur 
Farw ell,

Throughout his active and ver­ 
satile life as a musician, compos­ 
er, lecturer, wTlter, 
director 
of 
community projects and collector 
of folk songs, Farw ell 
has 
put’ 
forth every effort to further the 
progress of many other American 
composers at the 
beginning 
of 
their career*, who have since risen 
to positions 
of prominence, un­ 
doubtedly due in no small degree 
to the aid Farw ell was ever eager 
to bestow. 
Especially have Farw ell’s activi­ 
ties been of value In his founding 
and support of the W a-W an Press, 
a unique organization devoted to 
bringing out the works of Am er­ 
ican composers, 
especially 
those 
utilizing native folk material, 
a 
trend In our national music that 
has been a development of com­ 
paratively recent years. 
Through the aid of Farw ell and 
the W a-W an Press, the works of 
such 
composer* 
as 
H enry 
F. 
Gilbert, Edgar Stillm an Kelley and 
H arvey Worthington Loomis were 
flrat brought to the attention of 
a public always hesitant about In­ 
novations In art, and the utiliza­ 
tion of the wealth of native folk- 
music to be found on American 
soil has been facilitated. 
It Is In the latter field that Far- 
Well has done especially Important 
pioneer work, realizing Intuitively 
the value that lay in the native 
Indian folk themes, personally col­ 
lecting and classifying them, and 
bringing them to the attention of 
American composers. 
Farw’ell 
is 
a 
native 
of 
the 
Horthern Middle W est, born in St, 
Paul, Minn., in 1873. 
H is musical 
education as a youth was limited 
to lessons in violin, In which he 
did not display any unusual talent 
W ith every intention of embark­ 
ing upon the career of an electri­ 
cal engineer, Farw ell entered the 
Boston Institute of Technology at’ 
17. 
W hile studying at this Insti­ 
tution he first heard 
the famous 
Boston 
Symphony orchestra, 
and 
was enthralled by the beauty of 
th® music.

Coming under the Influence of 
George W . Chadwick, 
celebrated 
New England composer, as well as 
that of Edward MaeDowell, Far- 
well received some Instruction In 
harmony, with th® result that by 
the time he was ready to gradu­ 
ate from the Institute in 1893 he 
had given up his early plans for a 
mechanical career, to worship In­ 
stead at the shrine of music. 
The six years that followed were 
spent by Farw ell In Intensive m usi­ 
cal study. Until he was 25, he stud­ 
ied composition in

going to Germany and France to 
apend two years with world-fam­ 
ous masters.

This test sho ws whether v o u are the matter-o f-fact ty pe 
that abho rs fantasy and freely ex pressed emo tio ns and keep» 
co nstant g uard and co ntro l o v er y o urself. 
If y o u are, y o u 
see p o d fo rms in the ex periment, because y o u direct y o ur 
who le life to fo rm.

United States, 
and was caused immediately by the crash in the 
New lork Stock Market, for which we can hardly blame the rest 
of the world. 
As a matter of fact, we hav e in the United States, without 
aid from any other country, all the requisites of sustained pros­ 
perity. 
At this moment, ev ery material requirement is in our 
possession. 
We hav e the men, the materials and the machines. 
We hav e, also, the eager desire of 120,000.000 people to consume 
more than they are now consuming. 
We hav e, as well, a mon­ 
etary system and a gold supply which can be so administered 
a s 
to sustain prosperity. 
. . 
trouble is that we liv e and mov e and hav e our 
industrial being in a monetary economy. 
W ITHOIT the right 
flow of money, there is no way in which the idle men can take 
the surplus materials, and machines and create the wealth which 
is eagerly desired. 
WITH the right flow of money to consumers, 
w°rld would spring into new life. 
WE HAVE THE MONEY. 
We lack the courage to us« the 
money in the right way. 
To that extent, the present depression 
is purely mental.
